12 saved in W. Covina fire 


Hotel guests plucked from 5th floor ledges 


WEST COVINA, Calif. (AP> - A down guests huddled 
on ledges before they were led to safety down ladders or 
plucked from their precarious perches by snorkle during 
a motel fire Saturday, authorities said. 
Firemen said dense smoke wafted through the fifth 
floor of the Hobday Inn after the blare broke out in a 
maid's storeroom. 
Hotel officials evacuated the entire five-story building 
alongside the San Bernardino Freeway. 


Some*guests tied sheets together in an effort to escape 
the flames but were rescued before they could climb 
down, a spokesman said. 
About eight persons were treated at Intercommunity 


Hospital for smoke inhalation. One man was treated for a 
cut wrist, a spokesman said. 
Firemen from three cities battled the blaze, bringing 
the flames under control in about an hour. The heaviest 
damage was confined largely to the storeroom and a cor 
ridor on the fifth floor, but the flames had begun to creep 
through to the fourth floor. Dense smoke filled the fifth 
floor. 
\ 
When firemen arrived shortly after 8:30 a.m. they saw 
six persons on a foot-wide ledge on the east side of the 
hotel, West Covina Fire Capt. Richard Varder said. 
Another five or six persons were huddled on the other 
side. 


Firemen said evacuation of the hotel was generally 
orderly, although there were reports of some guests 
screaming when they beard fire had broken out 
Highway Patrol officers were called to direct traffic, 
and one officer called the blaze “spectacular.” 
Fire engine companies from Covina, Azusa and two Los 
Angeles County paramedics also were at the scene. 
The cause of the fire is under investigation, authorities 
said. 
Damage to the hotel was estimated at $100,000, ac­ 
cording to one battalion chief. 
A spokesman for the Holiday Inn decUned to comment 
on the fire. She said officials at the Inn's home offices had 
advised her not to discuss the blaze with newsmen..

Violence erupts in 
6 Argentine cities 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (AP) 
— Terrorism erupted in six Argen­ 
tine cities Saturday and poUce said 
they found the body of a kidnaped 
army major 24 hours after a Marxist 
guerrilla communique announced he 
had killed himself. 
The worst violence was in Cor­ 
doba, 450 miles north of Bueno« 
Aires, where one pobceman and a 
guerrilla were killed in a street cor­ 
ner shootout, police reported. 
Police sources said the body of 
Maj. Julio Larrabure, kidnaped a 
year ago, was found hi a plastic bag 
on a street corner in Rosario, 300 
miles to the north. They said it ap­ 
peared “semi-frozen” and showed 
“deep marks on the neck.” 
A guerrilla communique sent to 
newspapers late Friday said 
Larrabure strangled himself in a 
“people’s jail” last Tuesday. 
The deaths in Cordoba raised the 


casualty toll bt a week of violence 
around the country to 24 dead and 30 
wounded. More than 500 people have 
been killed in terrorist attacks from 
the right and left in the past 12 
months. 
The new violence came as embat­ 
tled President Isabel Peron 
demanded an end to bickering in the 
Peronist party to assure the survival 
of the movement, the government 
and the nation. 
“We require the total end of inter­ 
nal struggles, personal ambitions 
and twisting of doctrines,” Mrs. 
Peron told the opening session of the 
national Peronist party congress. 
The new terrorism hit Bueno« 
Aires, La Plata, Cordoba, Santa Fe, 
Resisteocia and Parana, with shoot- 
outs, bombings and sniping. 
Besides the street corner shootout 
in Cordoba, gunfire, apparently from 
snipers ported in buildings around 


the main plaza, also was heard in the 
city. In similar violence Wednesday 
and Thursday, 10 persons were killed 
in Cordoba. 
In Parana, 250 miles north of 
Buenos Aires, terrorists sit off five 
bombs and erected barricades in the 
downtown area as pedestrians 
scurried for cover. 
Gunmen opened fire on private 
homes and set a car on fire in 
Resisteocia, 580 miles north of here. 
Gunmen also fired oa two police 
stations in Santa Fe, 170 miles to the 
north, and bombs went off in Buenos 
Aires and La Plata, 35 miles to the 
south. There were no victims in the 
blasts.

Man posing as a repairman 
held in pizza parlor thefts

An 18-year-old Pomona man ap­ 
parently thought he had worked out 
the “perfect crime” in an alleged 
scheme to bilk a string of pizza 
parlors. 
Steve Sogn, who police said is 
wanted for burglaries in Claremont 
and La Verne, was arrested Saturday 
outside a Fullerton pizza parlor by 
detectives acting on a Up from La 
Verne police. 
An electronic expert, Sogn was 
posing as a repairman claiming that 
amusement machines in the parlor 
needed wort, said La Verne Detec­ 
tive Charles Andreu. 
Andrew, said he was Upped by an 
anonymous informant, that Sogn was 
going to try his scheme in Fullerton, 
so he contacted Fullerton police 
“He was using a false ID and false 
papers in claiming he was a repair­ 
man.” said Andreu “He had a truck 
ready to load the expensive 
machines and planned to take as 
many as be could ” 
Of course, there would be no repair 
work performed, and Sogn would 
keep the machines, Andreu related. 
Being an electronic “bug”, he 
knew how to pose as a repairman and 
haul the machines away, the detec- 
Uve added. 


Fuller too officers staked out the 
Shakey s Pizza Parlor and even had 
a detective playing a game on a 
machine when Sogn showed up. 
“It was just like in the movies,” 
said Andreu. “This guy went into his 
act, and police were ready for him.” 
Sogn was booked on suspicion of 
burglary and grand theft, officers 
said. 
The machines are valued at 
between $1,500 and $4,000, according 


to Andreu. 
Sogn, a Bonita High School 
graduate, is wanted by Claremont 
police for two burglaries, involving 
electronics equipment at the Clare­ 
mont Colleges last year, detecUvea 
confirmed. 
Sogn could be turned over to Clare­ 
mont authorities later for prosecu­ 
tion. 
Andreu said the suspect is wanted 
for at least one burglary in La Verne.

vetoes move 
to block pay hikes 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Mayor 
Joseph Alioto vetoed a move Satur­ 
day by the San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors to amend the city 
charter to strip police and firemen of 
their special pay raises in the wake 
of last week’s strike. 
Meanwhile, citisens’ groups said 
they might sue to Mock the strike s 
money settlement which Alioto im­ 
posed through an emergency 
proclamation last Thursday. 
"I respectfully suggest to you that 
punitive legislation in your present 
frame of mind will not serve the in­ 
terests of stability in San Fran­ 
cisco,” Alioto said in his letter veto­ 
ing an ordinance by the board which 
would allow them to place charter 
amendments on the November 
ballot, even though the normal 
deadline has passed. 
Alioto had overruled the su­ 
pervisors to grant the 13 per cent 
wage increase sought by the strikers. 
In his letter, the mayor said he as­ 
sumed the board will probably 
override his veto out of a "need for 
personal catharsis." 
Board members are considering 
several amendments for the 
November ballot in an effort to 
reclaim the authority they feel 
Alioto usurped when he suspended 
the city charter Thursday. 


One amendment calls for re­ 
moving the formula by which San 
Francisco has traditionally paid its 
police and firemen at the same rate 
as the highest-paying communities in 
California. 
Other proposed amendments 
would prohibit the mayor from using 
emergency powers to grant salary 
increases and would make any 
policeman or fireman who strikes 
subject to automatic dismissal. 
Leaders of the San Francisco Plan­ 
ning and Urban Renewal Associa­ 
tion. the Chamber of Commerce and 
neighborhood groups met Friday and 
agreed to bring a lawsuit challenging 
the strike settlement if the Board of 
Supervisors does not. 
"The sense of outrage and betrayal 
is running so deep I think it will bring 
to the fore a reform movement that 
will be a direct confrontation 
between the citizens who live here 
and the public safety unions," said 
John Jacobs of the urban renewal as­ 
sociation. 
"In talking to community people, I 
sense a real mood that this city is 
ours, by God, and we’re going to 
prove it," Jacobs.said. 
Meanwhile, police and fire of­ 
ficials said Saturday the two ser­ 
vices were back to normal and "it 
was just another working day."

Service rangers patrolled and did 
nothing to stop them. 
The Park service estimated the 
crowd at 1,250. 
The Park Service provided six 
lifeguards and trash cans every few 
hundred feet for a half-mite, neither 
of which it had done before. 
“Everything is going well from our 
point of view,” said Park Supt. 
Lawrence Hadley, who made the 
crowd estimate. 
He did not say why he made no ef­ 
fort to enforce the ban, but it was 
clear his men were vastly out­ 
numbered. 
Since April, several persons have 
received summonses for bathing 
nude but so far no one has been 


arrested. 
At least four state police cruisers 
patrolled in and around Truro, with 
little apparently to do, since the 
beach is federal property. 
State police would normally visit 
here infrequently. 
Truro police towed illegally parked 
cars. 
Gil Ross. 47, a whisky wholesaler 
from The Bronx, N.Y., and his wife 
Elaine came with another couple, he 
said, "Because we wanted to see the 
sights. This is one of the sights." All 
four were clothed. 
Alan Dershowitz, a Harvard Law 
School professor who helped the 
American Civil Liberties Union in its 
unsuccessful U.S. District Court 
challenge of the new regulations, 


was hopeful. 
Dershowitz, who was clothed as 
were other ACLU lawyers on the 
beach, said, "It’s a model for what 
the Park Service could have done 
and what would have happened." He 
predicted a successful appeal.

EGLIN AIR FORCE BASE, Fla. 
(AP) — About 150 Vietnamese 
refugees, many already unhappy 
over the prospect of being tran­ 
sported to another refugee camp, 
staged a protest over the firing of a 
Vietnamese-born Catholic priest. 
Authorities said the protest Friday 
was peaceful as the refugees 
gathered to request that Father 
Joseph Hoc be rehired and allowed to 
accompany them to Fort Chaffee, 
Ark., where about 1,0» Vietnamese 
at this base who have not obtained 
sponsors will be sent starting Mon­ 
day. 
Father Hoc was fired by State 
Department officials on Thursday 
after they charged he had become a 
disruptive influence by urging Viet­ 
namese not to accept sponsors if it 
meant being separated from 
relatives. 
A one-time member of the faculty 
of Boston College, Father Hoc was 
not available for comment on his dis­ 
missal. 


Officials said it was not practical 
to require sponsors to take "all 10 or 
15 relatives" that some of the 
refugees have. 
The refugee tent city at this 
sprawling North Florida air base is 
due to be closed down by Sept. 15. 
However, officials said that many 
of the refugees are balking at plans 
to send them to Fort Chaffee and in­ 
stead want to go to New Orleans 
because of their background as fish­ 
ermen.

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Protesters call for nationwide school boycott 


CHARLESTON, W.V». (AP) - 
Textbook protesters, abortion foes 
and school busing opponents Joined 
forces Saturday and called for a 
nation wide school boycott. 
About 200 persons attended what 
was billed as a national rally. 
Women wearing American flag 
dresses sang anti-textbook songs, 
and hawkers sold pamphlets, but­ 
tons, bumper stickers and anti­ 
textbook music albums and eight- 


track tapes. 
Speakers came from as far away 
as Boston and Texas. 
The Rev. Avis Hill, sponsor of the 
rally, Mamed the poor turnout on the 
media and reluctance of striking coal 
miners to appear and upstage the 
main program. Some 35,000 coal 
miners are off the Job across south­ 
ern West Virginia in protest of their 
union’s grievance procedure and 
federal court injunctions. 


“We are calling for a boycott of 
schools all over the nation against 
busing, against abortion and against 
textbooks,” said the Rev. Mr. Hill, 
who wore in a leather fringed jacket 
and coonskin cap. “We are going to 
take our children out and keep them 
out.” 
“I’m afraid a revolution is going to 
break out,” said the Rev. Ezra 
Graley, a long-standing participant 
in the textbook protest in rural areas 


around Charleston. 
“There shouldn't have to be a nose 
busted over these filthy books,” he 
said. “But if fight we must, then peo­ 
ple, we’d better get it over with when 
we have the time and opportunity.” 
Andrew Donovan, a busing oppo­ 
nent from Boston, told the crowd of 
the violence in his city, where a 
federal judge's cutler to integrate 
schools through busing has spawned 
sporadic outbreaks of racial fighting 


for more than a year. 
“There is-no justice for white peo­ 
ple in Boston,” said Donovan, who 
lives in South Boston, the Irish- 
American stronghold of opposition to 
busing. 
Harry Zain, who has led anti­ 
abortion d em o n stratio n s in 
Charleston, complained about deci­ 
sions by the U.S. Supreme Court and 
lower courts. 
“You can’t have a supreme being 


and a Supreme Court,” he said. 
“In Nuernburg we hanged some 
German Judges because they did 
what these Judges did — they 
followed the law, not their con­ 
science.” 
Other speakers included busing op­ 
ponents Sue Connors of Louisville, 
Ky., and Clay Smothers of Dallas, 
Tex., and former Pueblo crewman 
Lee Hayes from Ohio.

She in­ 
dicated she did not have enough time 
for the city post. 


Planners and councilmen accepted 
her resignation “with regrets.” 
Mrs. Carpenter ran for a City 
Council post in 1972. 
She is the wife of Lucien 
C arpenter, principal of Gird 
Primary School in Chino.

Saturday.

Rizy, 27. and Gary Reich, 19, all of 
nearby Virginia Beach.

CENTER BARNSTEAD, N.H. (AP) - Artist Arthur 
Yanoff is a Yankee trader who has swapped his paintings 
for medical care, a wood-burning stove, a dog and a 1969 
station wagon. 
“Now I’m trying to get the bank to take paintings for 
my mortgage payments,” he said. “I don’t think they 
will.” 
However, last spring Yanoff traded a painting to have 
his income tax done. He also has received the services of 
dentists, doctors, lawyers and a carpenter in exchange for 
his work. 
“I wish I could do it for everything. Then I wouldn’t 
need money at all,” said the black bearded Yanoff, 36. 
“The economy is so bad, I think everybody should barter. 
But the way the society is structured we need cash. ” 
Yanoff, who moved to rural New Hampshire from his 
native Boston 10 years ago, has works exhibited in several 
museums. 
He said many of die people with whom he has traded 
had never bought a painting before, nor even looked at 
many. 
“When people can give you something of themselves — 
work or services — it’s not as scary for them to buy art,” 
Yanoff said. 
He says that the trading has made him aware that there 
are no rules for who likes paintings. 
“The people I’ve found the most sensitive to art are 
farmers, ” he said. “They work in the soil all day and are 
always lookii« at things. They make the moat sensitive 
comments about my paintings.” 
Yanoff said that his mother cries about his bartering 
because she believes his impressionistic paintings are 
worth more and that some other artists feel he is eing 
cheated. 
But Yanoff said it’s a lot nicer to trade than to deal with 
museums. He also said he has little patience for the 
“starving artist.” 
“You’ve got to survive,” he said. “Some artists say 
society is indifferent to them. They cry I’m not selling 
my work; nobody cares.”’ 
But Yanoff adds that some of his artist friends are too 
timid to try trading their work. 
“You can’t be uptight about it or think about the 
monetary value,” he says. “It’s a lot of give and take. " 


TRADES HIS WORK 
Arthur Yanoff, a working painter for many years, recalls 
several trades he has m ade with his paintings for services of 
doctors, carpenters and what he considers his biggest — 
having his income taxes done by a national firm. Yanoff says 
his next goal is to trade for m ortgage payments.

An estimated 
500 traffic 
deaths seen 
CHICAGO (AP) - The National 
Safety Council estimated Saturday 
that between 460 and 560 persons will 
die in traffic accidents during the 
four-day Labor Day weekend. 
The holiday weekend starts Fri­ 
day. The council estimated that 410 
traffic deaths could be expected over 
a corresponding non-holiday period. 
The council noted that for many 
motorists Labor Day is the last holi­ 
day of the summer and is ap­ 
proached with a “last chance” at­ 
titude As a result, some motorists 
may try to drive great distances in 
too little time, the council said. 
The council estimated that from 6 
p.m. Aug. 29 to midnight Sept. 1. 
when the traffic fatality count will be 
taken, motorists will drive about 12.6 
billion miles. This compares with 
11 9 billion miles driven over a 
similar non-holiday span. 
The council urged that holiday 
travelers plan realistic trips, allow­ 
ing enough time to get to and from 
their destinations while avoiding 
iatigue and speed over the national 
55 mile-an-hour limit. 
“Drowsiness can be temporarily 
remedied by coffee or fresh air,” a 
spokesman said. “ But drivers should 
be careful not to overestimate their 
stamina.”

Devaluation would mean a loss of 
millions of dollars to Americans 
holding certificates of deposit with 
Mexican banks and would give the 
United States a less favorable trade 
balance with Mexico 
The secretaries of the Treasury, 
Commerce and Labor and Industry 
all said in statements made public 
Friday that Mexico will keep its 
parity with the U.S. dollars 
The statements came after I dels 
Velasquez, secretary general of the 
country s biggest labor union, the 
Mexican Confederation of Labor, 
said the peso might be devalued 


Velazquez said the cabinet 
ministers 
statements allay fears 
that the peso would be devalued The 
labor union is considered to be one of 
the bases of the ruling Revohitianary 
Institutional Party. 
The Mexican peso was last 
devalued in 1954. The almost 50 per 
cent devaluation increased the 
number of pesos per dollar from 1.16 
to 12.10. 
Private economiett generally con­ 
sider the disadvantages of devalua­ 
tion far outweigh the advantages 
Immediate favorable effects of 
devaluation would be to decrease the 
price of Mexican goods sold abroad, 
thereby Improving the country’s 
trade deficit, and to make it more at­ 
tractive financially for tourists to 
tp Mexico. 
Disadvantages would be sa in­ 


crease in inflation and the loss of a 
large »hare of foreign capital invest­ 
ment. 
A devaluation of 20 per cent, for 
example, would make Mexican 
goods 20 per cent cheaper when sold 
to foreign countries. In theory, that 
would help reduce Mexico’s foreign 
trade deficit, which was $3 2 billion 
last year and an estimated 9800 
million during the first quarter of 
1975. 
About two-thirds of Mexico’s 
foreign trade is with the United 
States 
Tourism would get a boost since 
foreigners would receive more pesos 
for their dollars or whatever 
currency they were using to buy 


Mexico badly needs a booster shot 
for tourism Tourism receipts for the 
first four months of 1975 were $228 
million, compared to $238 million for 
the first quarter of last year. 
While devaluation theoretically 
helps a country’s trade balance, 
economists my the benefit is only 
short term. 
While the coat of goods sold abroad 
drops, the cost of Imported items 
goes up.

MOUNT BAKER, Wash 
(AP) — This steep moun­ 
tain belches sulfuric steam 
day after day, a hot, nox­ 
ious reminder that she, 
like her sister volcanoes to 
the south, is still alive. 
Further, she threatens the 
valley below. 
A thousand miles to the 
south, the land mass on 
which La» Angeles sprawls 
creeps toward San Fran­ 
cisco. Two land masses, 
jerkily grinding against 
each other, one headed 
north, one headed south. If 
they continue, the two 


cities are only 20 million 
years away from a bizarre 
rendezvous. 
But worse, and sooner — 
some say before the cen­ 
tury is out — they face a 
jarring release of the 
stresses building between 
them, an earthquake of 
massive proportions.

A search for Jewish law mistakes

TEL AVIV (AP) - Six 
years ago Shabse Fraenkl 
was a real estate agent in 
New York, poring over 
deeds and mortgages. To* 
day be spends his time por­ 
ing over eight-century-old 
manuscripts, searching for 
mistakes in ancient Jewish 
law. 
Fraenkl left the real es­ 
tate business to come to 
Israel and edit the works of 
the medieval Jewish 
lawyer and philosopher 
Moses Maimonides, known 
in Hebrew as "The Ram- 
bam." His research has 
taken him to Europe and 
America, 
perusing 


hundreds of manuscripts 
and rare volumes. 
An orthodox Jew, 
Fraenkl studied the Ram- 
bam’s law code in religious 
school as a child in Poland. 
He became engrossed by it 
and 10 years ago decided to 
devote his life to producing 
a new edition of the ancient 
code. 
"The Rambam was the 
first Jewish writer to take 
Jewish laws — from the Bi­ 
ble and the voluminous 
Talmud law books written 
around the fourth century 
— and put them together hi 
one code arranged by sub­ 
ject," said Fraenkl in an 
interview. Jewish law in­ 


cludes everything from 
how to cook your food to 
how to tie your shoes in the 
morning. 
After more than three 
years of painstaking 
research, Fraenkl recently 
published the first volume 
of the law code in Hebrew, 
complete with annotations 
and commentaries. The en­ 
tire code will eventually in­ 
clude 10 volumes. 
Searching for the precise 
words the Rambam wrote 
more than 900 years ago is 
difficult and exacting. 
Many mistakes have 
sneaked into the original 
text over the years. 
"The first printed edition 


of the Rambam was 199 
years ago," said Fraenkl. 
"Before then the work was 
copied by hand by scribes, 
and people make mis­ 
takes." 
So Fraenkl, aided by a 
team of handpicked assis­ 
tants, combs through old 
editions for differences, 
trying to determine the 
correct version. 
The Rambam's wort has 
influenced Christian 
religious thinkers as well 
as Jews, and the Catholic 
Church in the 1400s made 
changes in the original 
text, 
com plicating 
Fraenkl’s task. The Church 
found some passages con- 


trary to Catholic dogma, so 
even though the book was 
written Tor Jews, the 
Catholics ordered printers 
to delete or rephrase parts, 
Fraenkl said. They 
removed all references to 
Jesus from the text. 
Why me the exact words 
of the ancient scholar so 
important? 
Fraenkl believes every 
letter in the original text of 
the code had special mean­ 
ing. For example, he said, 
in one passage most edi­ 
tions use the expression 
"as it is written" where 
Maimonides actually 
wrote, "and it is written." 


Chief Justice and artist 
Warren Burger

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
"I am to the art of sculp­ 
ture,” Chief Justice 
Warren E. Burger once 
said, "as a bricklayer is to 
architecture." 
The occasion was the 
groundbreaking ceremony 
for the new East Building 
of the National Gallery of 
Art on May I, 1971, and 
gallery President Paul 
Mellon had introduced the 
chief justice this way: 
"He has long had — un­ 
known to many — a deep 
personal interest in art and 
is himself an amateur 
sculptor — perhaps more 
than an amateur — of no 
mean ability.” 
Judged by a few exam­ 
ples of his work which may 
be seen in the homes of 
friends for whom he made 
them, the chief justice is a 
sculptor of considerable 
talent. 
However, the press of his 
duties as the nation’s

United States,*' says Bob 
Hamilton who heads the 
Survey's earthquake sec­ 
tion. “ There were big 
earthquakes in 1811 and 
1812 in southeastern Mis­ 
souri. They continue to oc­ 
cur there. 
“Then there was a big 
earthquake in 1886 in 
C harleston, S.C., and 
there’s continuing activity 
there. There are earth­ 
quakes all along the St. 
Lawrence Valley. There 
was a big earthquake off

In the west, scientists 
can associate earthquakes 
with geological structures 
they can see on the surface 
— like the San Andreas 
fault in California. 
They can make some 
kind of sense out of an 
earthquake belt in the 
Wasatch Mountains which 
go through Salt Lake City, 
although they don't know 
the driving force. 
But they are just now 
beginning to study the 164- 
year-old Missouri quakes, 
to try to understand the 
geology behind them. 
“We finally managed to 
get a man on the project 
just last year,’ Hamilton 
says. "We’re really in a 
bad situation regarding the 
Eastern United States.” 
Nor is that the voice of 
idle curiosity. “Most erf the 
nuclear reactors are going 
into the Eastern states, 
and that's where we know

earthquakes.” 
The potential for dis­ 
aster is, of course, most 
strong along the San 
Andreas fault in the stres­ 
ses between the Pacific 
Ocean plate and the North 
American 
continental 
plate. Just this month a 
quake of strength above 
the damage threshhold 
stru c k n o rth e r n and 
central California in a belt 


175 miles wide, 300 miles 
long. Windows broke. 
Walls cracked. 
Geologists keep a cons­ 
tant watch on the fault. 
There are sections of it, 
notably the section that 
broke in 1906 and caused 
the great San Francisco 
earthquake, that are not 
moving at all now. It 
seems locked in place. 
But there are other sec­ 
tions where the relative 
movement along the fault 
is two to three inches a 
year. To the scientists this 


means that obviously 
stresses are being built up 
in the locked sections. 
Like the twisting of a 
violin screw, in time, 
something has to give. 
They even have an idea 
of how to relieve the ten­ 
sions — but they are not 
sure it will work, and are 
having trouble raising the 
money to find out. 
The idea arose out of a 
strangely happy accident 
in the early 1960s. The

and regularly attends its 
exhibition openings, as 
well as some shows at 
other museums. 
The chief justice was a 
regular visitor to the 
gallery before his elevation

Burger, who is 64, served 
for 13 years on the local 
U.S. Court of Appeals, and 
during part of that time he 
and four colleagues hpd 
lunch at the National 
Gallery every two weeks.

(OsntfcM M d from Page 8) 
drilled a deep hole just 
north of Denver to dispose 
of w aste w ater con­ 
taminated with nerve 
gases. When they pumped 
the w aste w ater in, 
earthquake activity began 
in Denver for virtually the 
first time. 
They kept pumping. The 
more water, the more 
earthquakes. The Corps 
finally stopped pumping 
because the earthquakes 
were big enough to cause 
minor damage. 
It appeared to Survey 
scientists that the water 
was somehow lubricating 
an old locked fault, permit­ 
ting it to slip and shaking 
up the countryside 
Thereby hangs a plan. 
Suppose you drill a series 
of wells, perhaps 
miles 
apart, along the San 
Andreas fault. Then in 
every other well you pump 
out water, and in alternate 
wells you pump in water, 
la the dried wells, you’d 
strengthen the fault, lock-, 
b*f it to­ 
la the wet wells, you’d 
lubricate the fault allowing 
it to slip — or pass on its 
stress — to the next dry 
well Then you'd reverse 
the process, passing the sl­ 
ippage down the line like a 
bucket brigade.

' By surface observations, 
geologists have gone about 
as far as they can go. Their 
theories seem to explain 
the mysteries of continen­ 
tal drift, and why the conti­ 
nents look like pieces in a 
jigsaw puszle: because 
they once were joined 
together and have been 
driven apart. 


But the practicalities of 
living with these gross 
movements that have 
taken millions and millions 
of years requires a first­ 
hand look below the sur­ 
face. 


There are places where 
earth-heated rock comes 
up from the interior to the 
surface, or near the sur­ 
face, and these volcanoes 
and geothermal areas offer 
both the prospects of a new 
source of energy — and 
potential danger. 


In those areas where hot 
rock is relatively close to 
the surface, scientists 
would like to drill down, in­ 
ject water, fracturing the 
rock and reaping the sub­ 
merged heat. It is es­ 
timated that a cube of ap­ 
propriately hot rock, 
measuring six-tenths of a 
mile per side, could 
provide enough energy to 
supply San Francisco for a 
year. 


So energy researchers as 
well haw a vested Interest 
in driving deep below the 
surface to measure this 
potential — and Ironically 
this high priority proposal 
may give the whole drill­ 
ing program the impetus it 
needs.

A controversial measure to restore 
$27 million to a $115 million state 
school aid bill oaused a split vote 
among the three area assemblymen. 
The Assembly vote erf 34-41 failed 
to override Gov. Edmund Brown 
Jr.’s veto and restore the funds he 
had cut from the state budget. 
Assemblyman Bill McVittie, D- 
65th Dist., voted to uphold the veto 
while Assemblyman William Lan­ 
caster, R-62nd Dist., and As­ 
semblyman William Campbell, R- 
64th Dist., voted for the override. 
Following the Assembly defeat of 
the override, some legislators at­ 
tempted to regroup forces to seek a 
second vote. Campbell, however, 
gave this little chance. 


Campbell accused Brown of call­ 
ing assemblymen to his office and of­ 


fered to sign some bills if they would 
vote to support his veto. 
“This was an example of flagrant 
power which we have not witnessed 
in a long time,” he declared. 
Campbell said the additional funds 
were needed to help school districts 
and keep down local property taxes. 
Lancaster said the Assembly’s 
failure to override the governor’s 
veto was unfortunate since ad­ 
ditional financial support was needed 
to maintain quality education. 
“This is particularly so hi my dis­ 
trict where most schools are con­ 
sidered in the low wealth category. 
The most important result of this ac­ 
tion is it signals another shift in 
school finance back to the property 
taxpayers.” 
Lancaster recalled that in 1972 the 
state assumed a fair share of the 
education burden by raising the sales 


tax and thus most property taxes 
were lowered. 
“The failure on the part of the 
state to live up to its commitment 
can only result in higher property 
taxes. A continuation of this trend 
can bring about a crisis for all 
homeowners, particularly those on 
moderate and fixed incomes.” 
The lawmaker said the tragic part 
of the episode is this money that 
should have been spent on education 
at the local level will be spent on 
programs at the state level. 
McVittie said his decision to up­ 
hold the governor’s veto was dif­ 
ficult, adding that the “effects of in­ 
flation in an uncertain economy 
plague more than just California 
schools.” 
He cited property tax relief, par­ 
ticularly for senior citixens as 
another major program in need of 
funding.

An independent survey of fire 
protection services in Pomona has 
given the city its highest fire rating 
ever and made Pomona one ef the 
state’s leaders, Fire Chief Joha 
Fowlkes announced. 
The rating, “Class Ha” tor the 
city, makes Pomona one of only atx 
cities in the state to ever receive that 
distinction, and one of only a handful 
across the country. 
In addition, said Fowlkes, the 
city’s fire department and water 
department received “Class 1” 
ratings, the highest possible. 
“The city’s rating makes Pomona 
one of the top five per cent in the 
country,” said Fowlkes. 
Pomona very nearly surpassed the 
criteria for “ Class Ila” said 
Fowlkes. The next highest city 
rating (Class 1) has never been 
achieved anywhere. 
“The citizens of Pomona should be 
very proud of all the departments in­ 
volved in achieving this record,” 
said May«* Ray Lepire. “It was ac­ 
complished through the teamwork of 
our city employes, firemen and es­ 
pecially Chief Fowlkes.” 
The two-month survey, conducted 
by the Insurance Services Office, in­ 
cluded examination of fire depart­ 
ment equipment, personnel, and 
training procedures, the city’s water 
department as it pertains to water 
availability and distribution, the 
city’s code enforcement and com­ 
munication system.

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Chronic drama 
of oil crisis 


Americans await with bated carbwetori the next 
chapter in the oil drama. If nothing happens in 
Washington in the meantime, it w ill begin 
September 1 when all price controls over 
domestically produced oil are slated to expire. 
President Ford, who wanted the controls 
eliminated gradually over a period of three years, 
warns that immediate decontrol w ill mean a jump 
of 7 cents in the price of a gallon of gasoline. 
Congress, which doesn't know what it wants, con­ 
tinues to debate plans for conservation, taxes on oil 
compeny "windfall” profits and rebates to every 
American over 18 — all of which, say some critics, 
amounts to as futile an exercise as rearranging the 
deck chairs on the Titanic. 
Wbat w ill happen? According to the opponents of 
any kind of price controls, the most consistently 
outspoken of which has been the Wall Street Jour­ 
nal, gasoline prices will not Jump this fall and could 
actually decline eventually because of the incentive 
the oil companies would have to undertake new ex­ 
ploration and drilling. 
A case can be made that the President's plan of 
gradual decontrol would do nothing to help supply ; 
the oil companies would simply wait.out the three 
years. During that time, Americans’ demand for 
petroleum, even though slackened from its pre-1973 
pace, would continue to rise and this would hardly 
force down prices. 
There are other complications. A U.S. court has 
ruled unconstitutional the President’s imposition of 
a $2 a barrel tariff on imported oil. The White 
House says it intended to lift the tariff anyway, 
though it may appeal to the Supreme Court just out 
of principle. This should have some beneficial ef­ 
fect on gasoline prices. 
But then there are the foreign producers. OPEC 
has another meeting scheduled for September and 
its members may very well raise their prices by the 
amount of the tariff, and probably more. 
What about conservation? The 4,000-member 
Independent Petroleum Association of America, 
which speaks for the little producers as the 
American Petroleum Institute does for the biggies, 
has told a congressional committee that even with 
maximum conservation efforts, by 1985 domestic 
. crude oil output will be 5.5 million barrels a day 
short of what is needed to reduce dependence on 
foreign oil to "acceptable levels.” That is unless 
domestic production is substantially increased 
between now and then. 
Assuming that Alaskan oil, due to begin flowing in 
1977, will be providing 2 million barrels a day by 
1985, production in the lower 48 states would still 
have to be increased by 3.5 million barrels daily to 
meet expected demand, says the IPA. 
Hughes Tool Company, the largest supplier of 
rock drilling bits, recently told a group of invest­ 
ment bankers in New York pretty much the same 
thing. The country needs, it estimates, about 900 
more drilling rigs between now and 1980 just to stay 
75 per cent — not 100 per cent — self-sufficient in oil 
production and free of excessive imports. And the 
average cost of a land drilling rig today is 84 million 
and for an offshore one upwards of 860 million 
There is, obviously, no simple answer to the oil 
problem. It takes vast sums of money and great 
risks to find and bring in oil. While Congress and the 
• administration have a duty to monitor the profits of 
oil companies to protect the public from price goug- 


\ ing, they must also face market realities. 
We are due, it would seem, for a return to a free 
market in oil. Whether its realities will be pleasant 
or otherwise for energy-hungry Americans is a 
question we shall soon learn the answer to.

Floating spy bases 


WASHINGTON - The Pentagon is 
quietly considering plans to establish 
a flotilla of floating spy bases to 
replace the intelligence installations 
in Turkey. 
The Turks began expropriating 
U.S. bases after Congress refused to 
lift the arms embargo. These bases, 
according to intelligence sources, ac­ 
count for about one-fourth of the in­ 
formation gathered about Soviet 
nuclear tests and m ilita ry 
maneuvers. 
Top defense officials are still 
hopeful that Turkey will let them 
continue to use the bases But they 
are casting about for other options. 
The most likely plan, now under 
discussion at the highest levels, 
would call for taking old ships out of 
mothballs and equipping them for in­ 
telligence gathering. Thus, the 
Soviet Union would be monitored 
from international waters. 
Meanwhile, another all-out effort 
will be made this fall to change the 
House vote. 
If the House votes to restore arms 
to Ankara, our sources predict, the 
Turks will give the U.S. access again 
to the strategic bases. 
But if the vote is negative, one 
source warned, “ there’s no doubt 
we’d have to get Americans out of 
there fast. Our eqidpmeut would 
probably be held in hostage and we’d 
have to evacuate dependents.” 
DANGEROUS DELAY: Govern­ 
ment investigators have yet to 
pie te their probe of a major 
scandal we uncovered over two 
years ago. 
In 1873, we exposed a massive cor­ 
porate coverup of dangerously faulty 
equipment in Cadillacs. Largely as a 
result of our exposure, the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Administra­ 
tion (NHTSA) opened a formal in­ 
vestigation. 
Two years later, the investigation 
is stiU at sea. 
The story actually began in 1987 
with General Motors’ discovery that 
a "blower relay’’ used in Cadillacs 
was falling its engineering tests. 
This innocent-looking switch, 
somewhat smaller than a cigarette 
package, is a vital part of the air con­ 
ditioning system. Any breakdown 
can cause sudden, dangerous electric 
fires. 
Nonetheless, the blower relays

Mr. Meany does not have to like the 
deal any more than he likes the Russians But if he 
gets away with blocking this transaction, then it is 
left to wonder with what country ha will next decide 
to break relations. — Riverside Daily Enterprise. 
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installed in 1989 and 1970 
Cadillacs. Ry the end of 1989, there 
were an incredible 31,000 blower 
relay failure« hi the 1981 Cadillacs. 
The 1970 Cadillacs did better with 
only 9,518 reported relay failures. 
GM abandoned the troubled relay 
device before producing the 1971 
model. But before dumping the 
defective pert, an honest memo cir­ 
culated through Cadillac’s plush 
headquarters. The memo stated 
starkly that 48 per cent of the relays 
would probably fail in five years or 
90.008 miles. 
The findings led some Cadillac 
men to urge e recall campaign which 
would protect Cadillac owners but 
would cost 81-4 million. 
Cadillac’s bosses balked. In addi­ 
tion to the expense, the recall cam­ 
paign would have meant admitting 
that Cadillac, "the king of cars,” had 
flaws. It was decided, therefore, to 
fix the cars that came in without 
alerting other owners to the potential 
danger. 
By the time of the coverup deci­ 
sion, the trouble reports were grow­ 
ing more ominous. One told of an 
elderly man who tried to fight the 
fire hi his new Cadillac with a hand 
extinguisher. He wound up in the 
hospital with over 810,008 in bills. 
Other reports told of burned hands, 
burned dashes, burned cars. 
la the spring of 1873, we uncovered 
the scandal. Our queries to GM 
produced Watergate-like responses. 
First came outright denials, then 
partial, guarded admissions of some 
trouble. But a spokesman told us no 
recall campaign was instituted 
because, "the situation was not con­ 
sidered anfety related under the 
federal safety act.” 
At this point, the feds entered the 
picture. It is the government’s 
responribUity to protect the con­ 
sumer. The Center for Auto Safety 
gave the federal sleuths ail the Infor­ 
mation. which we had asked them to 
help evaluate. Then we sat bac| to 
wait. 
And we waited. 
This week, we called the NHTSA 
about the investigation. A 
spokesman told us no conclusion has 
been reached in the matter. But, he 
added, "wp are essentially done with 
the investigative phase of the investi­ 
gation.” 


The next step 


What's left? W ell, after the 
NHTSA finishes the «concluded in­ 
vestigative phases, the investigation 
is evaluated, then iMessed, and then 
a determination is made as to 
whether a defect exists. If a defect is 
found, public bearings are held so the 
industry can present its case. 
By the time the case is concluded, 
the dangerous Cadillacs will be ob­ 
solete. 
CONFLICT OF INTEREST Hard­ 
working Chairman Ray Garrett of 
the Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission prides himself on how his 
agency has recovered from the bad 
old days when it was run by the 
Watergate crowd. 
But we have now caught Garrett in 
an apparent conflict of interest, with 
Watergate overtones. He jumped 
into s 935 million court case on the 
side of the giant First Boston invest­ 
ment firm. Yet he neglected to tell 
his fellow commissioners that he had 
once collected n huge law fee from 
First Boston. 
The story is complex. It began in 
1989 with an attempt by Chris-Craft 
to take over Piper Aircraft This led 
to exhaustive litigation. The initial 
court decision showed that Chris- 
Craft had been the victim of SEC 
violations. 
Chris-Craft filed a lawsuit against 
the alleged violators, among which 
was First Boston. The SEC entered 
the case "a friend of the court” on 
Chris-Craft’s side. The record shows 
that Garrett at first supported the 
SEC position in favor of Chris-Craft 
and against First Boston. 
Four months ago, a federal ap­ 
pellate court finally awarded Chris- 
Craft 8» million ia damages and 
810 million In interest.

The safest way 
to lift a dog 


DEAR DR. MILLER: Gretchen is a short-legged, long- 
backed dog, and that back of hers sometimes gets sort of 
stiff. She’s also a lap dog and wants me to constantly lift 
her into my lap. That’s my question — what’s the safe 
way to lift her for that back? — R. W. 


DEAR R. W.: The best way is to bring one arm under 
her neck and around her front legs, the other arm encircl­ 
ing the back legs, and then lift her off the ground so as to 
keep the back in a straight line. Admittedly, getting your 
arms in this position to lift her can be a bit awkward. Con­ 
siderably bending is required unless you, too, have ex­ 
tremely short legs . . . 


DEAR DR. MILLER: You’ve said if you don’t want to 
give toxoplasmosis to your cats, not to feed them red 
meat. I’ve been feeding raw lamb hearts to my cats every 
other day for three years. Do you think I made a mistake? 
- M.J. 


DEAR M. J .: Lamb, or any other heart for that matter, 
is an excellent source of protein but far from a complete 
diet. Feeding any meat raw can be a mistake from the 
standpoint of toxoplasmosis prevention, since eating raw 
meat is one excellent way for your cats to catch the dis­ 
ease. One alternative to cooking, however, if your felines 
favor their meat raw, is to find a butcher who stores his 
lamb hearts at below 0 degrees F., since this freezing 
would prevent the toxoplasmosis cysts found in the meat 
from being infective. 


DEAR DR MILLER: During our vacation our two 
horses will be spending quite a bit of time traveling with 
us in a van. I know you feed them lighter when they are 
traveling How much of their normal hay and grain ration 
should they get? —J R. 


DEAR J R.: A half-ration of grain before loading and 
the same amount at the first feeding after unloading. As 
long as they are confined in transit they shouldn't receive 
grain but can have all the good quality hay they can eat. 
Be sure they have access to all the clean fresh water they 
want at frequent intervals. 


DEAR DR. MILLER: There has been a bear or two 
reported around our cabin. We don’t know whether to take 
our cat there with us or not. How do bears and cats get 
aiong? - N. K. 


DEAR N K.: Depends a lot on the size of the cat. Bears 
tend to ignore houaecat-sized felines, but show con­ 
siderable respect for the largest members of the cat 
family. In fact, lion manure is rated as an effective bear 
repellant and is being imported from Africa for that pur­ 
pose. Should you happen to need any, the product is 
available in packages from squeeze tubes to 45-gallon 
drums . . .

Dr. Lamb 
Much confusion on heart block 


DEAR DR. LAMB - Would you 
please explain to me what heart 
block is? Where it can occur and 
what causes it? I have a friend with 
this problem and don’t know whether 
it is serious or not. 


DEAR READER - There is a lot 
of confusion about heart block, 
because there are several different 
kinds and all can be caused by 
several different medical conditions. 
You can have a block in the special 
nerve-like conduction to either the 
right or left ride of the heart. These 
are classified as right or left bundle 
branch Mock depending on which is 
involved. The right bundle branch 
block is more common and may oc­ 
cur in young, healthy people without 
any other indication of heart trouble. 


Both right and left bundle branch 
block can be caused by an old inflam­ 
mation of the heart with • childhood 
disease or from such serious 
problems as a recent heart attack. 
The treatment of right or left bun­ 
dle branch block depends on what 
causes it. When found in a young, ap­ 
parently healthy person, there is 
nothing to do. If it is from an acute 
heart attack the job is to treat the 
heart attack When it develops from 
inflammation of the heart in a child 
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with rheumatic fever, the Job is to 
treat the rheumatic fever. So really, 
you don't treat right or left bundle 
branch Mock, but the condition that 
causes it, if any treatment is needed 
Then you can have a block between 
the upper chambers of the heart 
(atria) and the lower chambers 
(ventricles). These are called AV 
Mock. The Mock interferes with the 
transmission of the normal impulse 
from the upper chambers to the 
lower chambers to cause the heart to 
beat. The lower chambers are 
responsible for pumping the blood. 
The Mood can mean that the con­ 
duction between the upper and lower 
chambers is merely stowed, and this 
will not have a major effect on the 
function of the heart. Or. the Mock 
can be such that some of the im­ 
pulses to cause a heartbeat do not get 
through at all and finally all of the 
impulses can be Mocked so that the 
lower chambers have to run in­ 
dependently from the upper 
chambers. This is called complete 
AV Mock. 
In complete AV Mock, or even 
transitory episodes of it, the lower 
chambers may bqat too stow and 
lead to inadequate circulation to the 
brain. This may cause fainting and 
convulsions. It is complete AV Mock 


that often requires the use of a 
pacemaker. The electronic gadget 
constantly stimulates the lower 
pumping chambers at a rate fast 
enough to be sure the circulation is 
adequate and to prevent fainting and 
convulsions or other problems. 
The AV Mock group, stowed con­ 
duction, some blocked beats, and 
complete block, can all be caused by 
inflammation of the area of conduc­ 
tion between the upper and lower 
chambers, They can be caused by 
some medicines and the simple stow­ 
ing can be induced in some normal 
people by such simple things as 
breath-holding In older people the 
m ost 
com m on 
c a u se 
is 
atherosclerotic heart disease with 
fatty-cholesterol deposits in the 
arteries of the heart. The area of 
specialized conduction tissue is 
either damaged, as in a heart attack, 
or doesn't get adequate circulation 
leading to the Mock

Wall Street 
Broad losses outweigh gains 


NEW YORK (A P )-The 
stock market sustained 
some broad losses this past 
week in volatile activity 
dominated by concern over 
inflation. 
The Dow Jones average 
of % industrials fell 20.88 
points to 804.76. skidding 
below the 800 level for the 
first time since early April 
at m id-week before 
rebounding in a sharp 
technical rally on Friday. 
Standard & Poor’s 500- 
stock index dropped 2 06 to 
84.28, and the New York 
Stock Exchange composite 
index was off 1.17 at 44.85 
Declining issues out­ 
weighed gainers 1.386 to 
369 among the 1.999 traded 
on the NYSE. 
Big Board volume, at a 


daily average of 14.42 
million shares, increased 
slightly from the week 
before but was still far 
below the 20 million-plus 
levels of earlier this year. 
Prices took a virtually 
straight downhill path 
through the first four 
trading days of the week, 
with the market's at­ 
tention riveted on inflation 
and its potential impact on 
the economy’s efforts to 
mount 
a 
sustained 
recovery from the re­ 
cession. 
On Tuesday Sidney L. 
Jones, assistant Treasury 
secretary for economic 
policy, warned of the 
likelihood of a “turbulent 
period for the economy in 
the next few months. 


Investors at the same 
time were bracing for the 
bad news that came Thurs- 
day m orning in the 
government's report on its 
consumer (»rice index for 
July. 
The price barometer, as 
it turned out. climbed at a 
14.4 per cent annual rate 
during the month for its 
sharpest rise since last 
September 
A fter four days of 
general disarray, however, 
the market rebounded 
smartly on Friday in 
bargain hunting that 
seemed to put investors in 
the peculiar position of ap­ 
plauding a decline in the 
nation s money supply. 
The drop in the total of 
cash and demand deposits 


in the economy, as 
reported by the Federal 
Reserve after Thursday’s 
close, was not exactly the 
stuff of which a boom is 
made. 
But analysts pointed out 
that it wasn’t the money 
supply news itself that was 
welcomed, but rather its 
possible implications for 
the Fed’s monetary policy 
and hence for interest 
rates. 
After a surge in the 
money supply in May and 
June, the central bank, 
with the avowed aim of 
controlling inflation, took 
some 
credit-tightening 
measures that contributed 
significantly to a rise in 
borrowing costs this sum­ 
mer. 
Investment funds 
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Rising interest rates are 
traditionally a drag on the 
stock market because they 
increase the cost of living 
and of doing business, and 
at the same time tend to 
drain money out of stocks 
and into interest-bearing 
investments like Treasury 
bills. 
Nctw. the theory went, 
with the money supply 
growth showing signs erf 
cooling off, the Fed might 
feel no further need for 
restrictive measures and 
upward pressure on in­ 
terest rates might be 
relieved.

Nation resigned 
to new way of 
economic life 


NEW YORK (AP) — Americans are resigned to the 
likelihood that this economy of ours will, for a long time 
to come, rise and fall every few years or so, seemingly in 
defiance of our best efforts to control it. 
___ 
This wouldn't be so difficult to accept if we knew the 
pattern of the cycles. We learn to live with high and low 
tide, with night and day. with summer and winter because 
we know when they can be expected. 
Too bad the same cannot be said of the economic cy­ 
cles. The best efforts of our economic minds not only can­ 
not forecast cycles with accuracy but. horrors, they can­ 
not even agree among themselves. 
This lack of understanding of the true nature of cycles 
persists even at the very highest level of academic and 
business and government We accumulate manes of 
statistics and then fail to make the correct judgments. 
Last year, for example. President Ford was urging 
Americans to fight inflation with every penny they could 
save, oblivious to the fact that at the very time the 
qation’s major problem had become recession. 
With the facts staring them in the face, that is. the 
President and his advisers failed to recognize that the 
country right then was falling deeper into the worst reces­ 
sion since the 1930s. 
Commerce Secretary Frederick Dent at the same time 
was disparaging fhose who feared recession. Nothing but 
a “sideways waffling” said Dent, maintaining that those 
who read recession in the figures were confused.

“If she wants to be up­ 
wardly mobile she’ll prob­ 
ably have to be more 
aggressive, alert, shrewd 
and determined than her 
male counterparts.” 


A touchy, difficult sub­ 
ject for any female is 
socialising with a male 
boss, say the authors, who 
note that most male work­ 
ers can lunch with the boss 
or have drinks with him 
after work with little risk.

“If a woman likes her 
boss as a person, if they 
have mutual interests, why 
shouldn't they have lunch 
together, a drink after 
work, or even be good 
friends?” they ask. 
But, they add, even the 
confident woman should 
take certain precautions, 
such as picking the place 
and setting a time limit for 
any socializing. 
in any case, in working 
for a man a woman must 
avoid conflict and avoid 
fostering resentment, bad 
feelings and suspicion, 
they maintain. 


Another, le ss risky 
method for Advancement is 
to find ways of doing those 
things her boss does not do 
well, or does not like to do.

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Rozelle Rule continues to spark controversy 


It is listed in the National 
Football League Constitu­ 
tion and Bylaws as Article 
12. Section i. Paragraph H. 
Officially, it is the Op­ 
tion Compensation Rule. 
Unofficially it is the 
Rozelle Rule, named for 
C om m issioner 
P ete 
Rozelle. 
And it has been a source 
of almost constant friction 


between the league and its 
players. 
Team owners argue that 
it is an equitable, sensible 
solution to compensating 
clubs for players who 
become free agents and 
sign with other teams. 
Players argue that its 
very existence and the 
compensation threat it 
carries act as a barrier. 


causing clubs to shy away 
from signing anyone who 
has played out his option. 
The legal battle over its 
ramifications kept the 
NFL and the Players As­ 
sociation in court in Min­ 
neapolis for 55 days ear­ 
lier this year. 
Judge Earl Larson heard 
the testimony there and 
has the case under advise­ 


ment. The judge said when 
the trial closed that he 
didn't expect to hand down 
a decision until late in the 
year, probably November 
or December. 
Meanwhile, in Los 
Angeles, Cullen Bryant, a 
running back for the Rams, 
is asking triple damages 
from the league because of 
an attempt to send him to 


Detroit in a Rozelle Rule 
decision earlier this sum­ 
mer. 
The commissioner had 
designated Bryant as the 
price the Rams must pay 
Detroit for signing wide 
receiver Ron Jessie, who 
played out his option with 
the Lions last year. But 
Rozelle neglected to ask 
Bryant his opinion. 


The running back balked 
and eventually the decision 
was rescinded, with 
Rozelle ordering the Rams 
to surrender a first round 
draft choice and possibly 
some additional draft 
choices instead. But that 
didn't satisfy Bryant 
The running back is 
threatening to sue the 
league to recover all legal 


costs incurred when he 
went to court to block the 
Rozelle 
R u le’ s 
implimentation. He also 
wants compensation for 
what his attorney, Ed 
Masry. calls “mental suf­ 
fering." Masry Indicated 
that unless the NFL made 
a satisfactory settlement 
offer. Bryant would go to 
court and the Rozelle Rule 


would be on trial again. 


Jessie was the 41st 
player to sign with another 
club after playing out his 
option since the Rozelle 
Rule was adopted in 1969. 
The first one to move was a 
long-forgotten tight end 
named John Adams, who 
went from Chicago to Los 
Angeles.

V Jackie Babbin ad­ 
mits, though she’s not one 
given to overstatement and 
is usually cautious in as­ 
sessing the series she’s 
been working on since June 
of 1974, at the behest of 
Beryl Vertue. 
"B e ryl — the woman 
with the marvelous name 
— acquired the rights to 
Upstairs, Downstairs for 
the (London-based) Robert 
Stigwood O rganisation." 
Jackie explains. "She took 
the property to CBS. which 
was interested, and then 
assigned w riter Sidney 
Carroll to do an American 
version. Then Beryl hired 
me. and I hired everybody 
else." 
“ Everybody" includes 
Tony Award winner Tom 
H. John (“ The Wiz” ) as 
Art D irector, Academy 
Award w inner M arvin 
Hamlisch ("The Sting") 
for music. Joseph Aulisi 
for costume design, and an 
unusually large ensemble 
of actors, all from the New 
York theater and other 
American repertory com­ 
panies. 
“ When I say. ‘American 
version of Upstairs, Down­ 


stairs. I mean it’s just the 
concept that we’re borrow­ 
ing fo r Beacon H ill, 
p ro d u cer 
B a b b in 
emphasizes. “ It’s just the 
germ of the idea that’s 
sim ilar: the people up­ 
stairs employ the people 
dow nstairs. 
But that’s 
where the sim ilarity ends. 
“ W e're in Boston in the 
early 1920s — that’s pre- 
Fla pper, pre-roaring — 
really a transition period 
between the Edwardian 
era and our own time. The 
Lassiter fam ily of Beacon 
H ill is ‘rough and ready’ — 
very typical of the Irish 
Catholics who were on the 
move in Boston politics 
during that period." 
W riter Sidney C arroll 
chose Boston as the setting 
for an Am erican series 
dealing with social strata 
because there were more 
class distinctions there 
than in other parts of the 
country in the 1920s. 
Though if the series were 
taking place earlier in the 
century, producer Babbin 
indicates, the setting 
might have been San Fran­ 
cisco. 
"New York, the great 
melting pot, had some 
class distinction.” she 
points out, "but not in the 
Boston sense, with its Old 
G uard, Brahm ins and 
Mayflower families." 
Benjamin Lassiter, a 
self-made lawyer deeply 
involved in Boston politics, 
a Roman Catholic and 
second - generation Irish­ 
man. to boot, presents 
none of the " p ro p e r’’ 
requisites for ownership 
of the house on Bea con 
Hill’s Louisberg Square, 
Boston's most fashionable 
address to this day. Conse­ 
quently, his neighbors vir­ 


tually ignore him and his 
large fam ily: wife M ary; 
daughters Made, Em ily, 
Faw n and Rosam ond 
(three beauties and a plain 
one); sone Robert (home 
from World War I missing 
an arm ). 


The fact that the Las­ 
siters are not completely 
accepted socially provides 
better grist for the story 
teller’s m ill than a typical­ 
ly “ proper Bostonian” 
fam ily “ who had made it 
all the w ay," as Jackie 
Babbin puts it. 


The historic facts of 
class distinction are dealt 
with adroitly and with 
humor on Beacon H ill. 
What might be thought of 
as a touchy subject for 
television hasn’t been a 
p r o b l e m 
to h a n d l e , 
however, because “this is 
an American show, and our 
class differences are not as 
distinct as those of the 
B ritish.” according to 
Jacqueline Babbin. 


Upward social mobility 
for the Lassiters consists 
in part, of an impeccably 
run household. For this 
they depend on Hacker, an 
English butler, and his 
wife, Mrs. Hacker, once “a 
shanty-Irish lass.”

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Singer-writer returns 
to country rock kick

Sitting in a Greenwich 
Village hotel room with a 
glass of beer in one hand 
and a pet skunk named 
“ Sundance" in the other, 
Roger McGuinn. the lanky 
singer-songw riter who 
helped popularize folk 
rock, acid rock, country 
rock and rose-tinted gran­ 
ny glasses, took time to 
rem inisce about his many 
years in music. 
His career has included 
15 Byrds albums and three 
solo efforts, including a 
new release on Columbia 
Records. 
.But find, McGuinn, now 
in his early 30s. offered 
assurances on his pet’s 
docile nature. 
“ Don’t worry about the 
skunk," he says with a 
laugh. “ She’s way too 
young to spray you. Be­ 
sides, skunks have to be 
fairly frightened before 
they defend themselves in 
th e ir sm elly fash io n . 
They’re not as random and 
indiscrim inate as people 
think." 
Unlike his furry friend. 
M cG u in n ’s fo rm a tive 
stages were rather hap­ 
hazard and variegated. Re­ 
tracing his many years on 
the road, he lists a ple­ 
thora of creative traveling 
companions, among them 
his parents. 
"M y first introduction to 
the touring a m usician 
does constantly was really 
through my mother and 
father," he says. “ They 
w ere both new spaper 
reporters in Chicago and 
then wrote a book while I 
was sm all. I journeyed 
around with them while 
they promoted it.” 
The name of the book, 
published in the early 50s, 
was “ Parents Can’t W in," 
and it becam e a best­ 
seller. M cGuinn would 
later surpass their artistic 
success with record sales 
totaling in the m illions, but 
not without long, mean­ 
dering periods of travel,, 
trial and error and w ildly 
diversified experience. 
“ I began playing guitar 
and five-string banjo in 
high school and played 
around in clubs in the Chi­ 
cago area,” be says. He did 
not become a full-tim e 
professional until after 
graduation, when he signed 
on with a folk group called 
the Lim elighters. 


“ Then I moved to Green­ 
wich Village in the late ’50s 
and started meeting and 
playing with a lot of peo­ 
ple just getting their start 
at that time, like Stephen 
Stills and John Sebastian. 
We were all living hand-to- 
mouth in places like the Al­ 
bert Hotel, practicing with 
each other and trying to 
find some kind of work. 
“ I got my first pair of 
the granny glasses I used 
to wear from Sebastian, 
who now jokes that I stole 
them ." 
Slowly, McGuinn began 
to gain a reputation as a 
skilled guitarist and song- 
w riter-arranger. He ar­ 
ranged m aterial for Judy 
Collins, backed up Bobby 
Darin In Vegas nightclubs, 
and toured for two years 
with the Chad M itchell 
Trio, a group that also once 
included John Denver. 
“ After a while I drifted 
out to Los Angeles,” says 
McGuinn, “ and with the 
help of a fella named Jim 
Dickinson met up with 
some fine musicians that 
became the Byrds. " 
Dickinson brought to­ 
gether in the summer of 
1964 the original version erf 
one of the most popular 
and influential bands of the 
last decade. Besides Mc­ 
Guinn, the in itial lineup 
included David Crosby, 
Gene Clark, Chris Hillm an 
and Mike Clarke. Over the 
next nine years, McGuinn 
gradually took the helm erf 
the ever-changing group 
which would later include 
such talents as Clarence 
White, Skip Battin, Kevin 
Kelley, Gene Parsons and 
the late Gram Parsons. 
The latter Parsons was 
instrumental in involving 
McGuinn in country rock, 
helping to produce the 
“ Sweetheart of the Ro­ 
deo" album. Released in 
1968, the L P is still consid­ 
ered one of the finest syn­ 
theses of country and rock 
musk; ever recorded. 
Now, after additional 
forays into jazz, hard rock 
and even some Indian- 
influenced m usic, 
M c­ 
Guinn has decided to 
return to “ what I do best — 
country rock."

If you start With the premise that in England a 
servant is a servant, but in America he can become 
President, you begin to grasp the problems in­ 
volved in creating an American dramatic series 
inspired by the British, “Upstairs. Downstairs." 
So says author Sidney Carroll who scripted Beacon 
Hill, premiering Monday from 9 to 11PM on 
CBS. The series will air regularly in the Tuesday, 
10PM timeslot. 
£ 
. 
The new dramatic series depicts the intertwined 
lives of a rich, influential Boston lrish-American 
family and its staff of servants in 1920 Boston. 
The scries focuses on the Benjamin l.assiter farm y, 
which includes his wife, their children and their 
spouses, as well as on Mr. Hacker, the Lassiter 
head butler, and all those on his domestic staff. 
Carroll, who has received numerous writing 
awards in television and feature films was ap­ 
proached by Miss Beryl Vcrtue, a dynamic English 
executive producer who wanted to do an American 
dramatic series inspired by Upstairs, Downstairs. 
“We decided on 1920 because it removes the 
story from the Victorian era, set it in Boston be­ 
cause it’s a charming city and it isn’t New York. 
There have been plenty of television shows about 
New York City. 
“After the First World War, this country was 
teeming with-ambition. Chroniclers deal with the 
intense optimism of the people then. There was a 
wide spread belief in the future. The United 
States had overthrown the enemy in Europe and 
we were going to show the world. We were very 
rich and due to get richer. It quite possibly was 
the high point of the American spirit. 
“The Irish were coming into their own in this 
country in the early part of the 20th century. Bit 


by bit they had begun to take command in Boston. 
So I created people who might really have come 
from that place in time. 
‘Through the character Ben Lassiter, we will be 
able to see the politics of the period. Through 
Fawn, the Bohemian daughter, we’ll see the arts 
of the 1920s— in fact, she shall have a screen test 
at one point for the emerging film industry, which 
was enormous news at that time. Through Robert, , 
the son, well see some of the difficulties which 
faced young men back from the war. We will see 
the new wealth emerging, and maybe eventually 
we shall see what happens to our rich family when 
the crash comes in 1929. 
i 
“At the same time, the household staff, directed 
j 
by the head butler, Hacker, has its own set of 
problems; and their lives, as one would expect, are 
totally enmeshed with those of their employers. 
For example, we’ll see Brian, the nephew ot the 
housekeeper: an ambitious, intelligent, newly ar­ 
rived immigrant, representative of the influx of 
Irish immigrants of that period. We 11 see him de­ 
velop and watch him on his climb to success.’ 
The interior of a Georgian town house u « a in 
the show now stands in Studio 41 at the C BS 
Broadcast Center in New York City; a conglom­ 
erate reconstruction of the red brick houses, many 
of them dwigncd by Charles Bulfinch, which make 
up the elegant residential section rising above the 
Boston Common.

Tom John, the set designer, and John Wendell, 
the set decorator, consider their assignment on 
“Beacon Hill” a combination historical document 
and design project.

Selmoo family to iwxinfam its astounding hold 
on the “Best Lineman“ category. 
Lucioys Selmon, a great middle guard at 
Oklahoma in the early 1970’s, was acclaimed 
best lineman by F a m ily W e e k ly voters in 
1973. Dewey received that honor in last year’s 


p re s e a s o n balloting, and now Leroy has be­ 
come the third straight member of the same 
Eufaula, Okla., household to claim die same 
distinction. 
Mike Cordova, Stanford’s big junior quar­ 
terback, has been named college football’s 
“Best Passer“ of 1975 by F a m ily W e e k ly 
sports editors. At 6-3 and 215 pounds, Cor­ 
dova is constructed along the lines of Stan­ 
ford’s last All-America quarterback, Jim 
Plunkett, who won the Heisman Trophy in 
1970 and now is a National Football League 
standout with the New England Patriots. 
Cordova wasn’t great on accuracy in 74, 
his first season as Stanford’s starting signal 
caller. His 128 completions in 295 attempts 
translated to a .434 rate of marksmanship. 
But Mike’s astonishing slingshot arm ac­ 
counted for 1,569 yards and ten touchdowns. 


He finished fourth in the balloting for All- 
America quarterback, behind Sleva Davis of 
Oklahoma, CeraeHm Qrsans of Ohio State, 
and John toiarra of UCLA. 
Davis, the Oklahoma quarterback, is one of 
four Sooner offensive stars named to the 
F a m il y W e ek ly first-team All-America 
squad. A 5-10,190-pounder, Steve is a master 
at running the vaunted Oklahoma Wishbone, 
passing and running with equal aplomb and 
devastating results. He ran for 659 yards in 
1974, and threw for another 601. Of Davis' 
26 completions, 11 went for touchdowns as 
the Sooners rolled to national team champion­ 
ships in total offense, 507.7 yards per game, 
and scoring, 43 points per game. 
Oklahoma’s three other All-America selec­ 
tions on offense are running back Washington, 
second only to Ohio State’s Griffin among the 
nation’s ballcarriers, guard Tarry Webb, and 
wide receiver Tinker Owena. The latter, 
younger brother of 1969 Heisman Trophy 
winner Steve, an outstanding fullback at Okla-

homa, and Jimmy Cefalo of Penn State, the 
other first-team wide receiver, are the type 
who make many things happen when they 
have the bal|. Owens caught only 18 passes 
in Oklahoma’s run-oriented offense in 1974, 
but five of them were worth six points each, 
and he averaged 22.9 yards per grab. Cefalo, 
now only a sophomore, was one of the greatest 
schoolboy athletes ever produced in the state 


of Pennsylvaiiia, and shone as a freshman for 
the Nittany Lions last fall. Though he didn’t 
become a regular until the ninth game of the 
schedule, Jimmy, who played tailback, wing- 
back and flanker, ended up with 328 rushing 
yards and 144 air yards via only six recep­ 
tions. (In Penn State’s sensational 41-20 rout 
of Texas in the 1975 Cotton Bowl, Cefalo 
played all the way on offense and ran for 55 
yards and caught three passes for 102 more, 
giving him an overall freshman pass-receiving 
total of nine catches for 246 yards, an eye­ 
popping 27.3 yards per reception.) 
There are two other sophomores on the first 
team, both from Notre Dame. One is tight end 
Kan MacAfee, a strapping 6-4, 240-pound 
youngster whose father, Ken Senior, was an 
end at Alabama and later with the New York 
Giants. Young MacAfee moved into the start­ 
ing tight-end slot following an injury to the 
former Fighting Irish starter last midseason 
and played very well for the balance of the 
campaign. He is a strong blocker and caught 
14 passes for 146 yards. Despite his great size, 
he has enough speed to have also spent con­ 
siderable time in 1974 at split end. 
Luther Bradley is the other Notre Dame 
sophomore on the first team. He’s a topflight 
defensive back who sat out what would have 
been his sophomore year in 1974, but is back 
in action this fall. He is one of four Notre 
Darners on the first team. With three defensive 
members on the All-America squad, the Fight- 
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ing Irish lead in defense representation. 
Niehaus, Notre Dame's 6-5, 260-pounder, 
drew more votes at tackle than any other 
member of the defensive platoon. Steve is 
back at tackle this year after spending 1974 at 
a defensive-end post. It was Niehaus’ first full 
season. Injuries cut short both his freshman 
and sophomore campaigns, necessitating knee 
surgery after four games of each season. 
Jim 8tock, an aggressive defensive end 
who is Notre Dame’s defensive captain this 
year, rounds out the first team’s quartet of 
players from South Bend. 
Ohio State also is represented by fou 
players on the first team. In addition to Griffin, 
they are offensive tackle Scott Donnelley, de 
fensive back Tim Fox and place-kicker Te 
Klaban, the Czech-bom senior who kick 
eight field goals in ten tries in 1974, includin 
four against Michigan, to provide all th 
Buckeye points in a 12-10 victory that sen 
them to the Rose Bowl. 
Rounding out the first-team offense ar

Nebraska Center Rik Bonn aw, plus guard 
Joa Davia and tackle Marvin PowaH, both 
from Southern California. 
Alabama has two first-team defenders. Both 
have been honored in the past. They are line­ 
backer Woodrow Lowe and end Leroy Cook, 
both seniors. (When a tornado ravaged Tus­ 
caloosa, home of the University of Alabama, 
last March, Cook drove around town with a 
power saw, helping cut loose people and prop­ 
erty from under fallen trees.) Elsewhere on 
defense, there are linebacker Grog Buttto and 
defensive back Miko Johnson, both of Penn 
State, and Don Dufok of Michigan, who has 
played a position called “rover,” which re­ 
quires him to shuttle between the secondary 
and backing up the line. He is listed as a line­ 
backer by the people at Michigan. 
The closest of all races for a berth on the 
first team was the one for punter. Jo# Parker, 
a junior at Appalachian State, won the nod 
over sophomore Johnny Evans of North 
Carolina State by a single vote. This was closer 
than the margin by which Parker defeated 
Evans in the national punting race a year ago, 
44.3 yards per boot to 43.5 for the Wolfpack 
punter. Parker is the first player designated an 
All-America from Appalachian State, the 
youngest major college in the state of North 
Carolina. Originally a school specializing in 
preparing people for careers in teaching, 
Appalachian State was designated a regional 
university in 1969. 
Griffin’s big vote-getting binge isn’t surpris­ 
ing. He won the Heisman Trophy as college 
football’s best player in 1974, only the fifth 
junior ever to do so and the first non-senior in 
11 years. None of the four previous junior- 
class recipients of college football’s most pres­ 
tigious a ward-Army fullback Doc Blanchard, 
1945; Southern Methodist halfback Doak 
Walker, 1948; Ohio State halfback Vic Jano- 
wicz, 1950; and Navy quarterback Roger 
Staubach, 1963—was able to repeat as a senior. 
Griffin may be the one to explode this jinx. 
Archie also is within reach of becoming the 
first major college performer to rush for more 
than 5,000 career yards. He has compiled 
3,820 yards on the ground in his first three 
varsity campaigns and needs 1,180 more this 
fall to scale the 5,000 barrier. 
“Those yards will be tough to get,” Griffin 
concedes. “I’d be happier if we won the na­ 
tional* championship.” 
Archie, who grew up in Columbus, not far 
from the Ohio State campus, may help provide 
that championship for Coach Woody Hayes 
and his Buckeye teammates if he can duplicate 
his 1974 efforts, which produced a national* 
high of 1,620 yards in 11 regular-season 
games, 12 touchdowns and ah average of 6.9 
yards per crack. 
Should both of the Selmons gain All- 
America honors in a majority of polls at the 
end of the 1975 season, they would become 
the first pair of brothers ever to win consensus 
All-America acclaim in the same you*. If 
Dewey and Leroy join Luckxis, a consensus 
All-America in 1973, the Selmons would be 
only Jthe second family in 50 years to produce 
three consensus All-America brothers. (The 
Wistert family of the University 
of Michigan was the first.)

FW: Why?

FATHER WASSON 
“UwhiHtwMi" i ce— 
Who it the world’s most successful 
operator of a children's “home"? It 
may well be Father William Wasson of 
Cuernavaca, Mexico, who is the surro­ 
gate father of 1,200 orphans. Says 
Father Wasson: “Twenty-one years 
ago, when 1 was a newly ordained 
priest, a thief was caught trying to rob 
the poor box in my Cuernavaca church. 
But 1 couldn’t press charges because 
the culprit was only 15, and from a 
broken home. The authorities turned 
the youth over to me. Three days later, 
they sent over eight more delinquents 
and 1 had my work cut out for me.” 
Wasson requires that his children be 
parentless, under 16, and with no liv­ 
ing relatives. “This is not an orphan­ 
age. I don’t allow my children to be 
adopted. I believe that they have suf­ 
fered sufficient anxiety before they 
arrive, so why put them through fur­
